High Wins Easily 
Gettysburg High School made it 
two straight when they ran rough­ 
shod over the Hagerstown High School 
eleven at the Playground, Saturday 
afternoon.

It was an unexpected victory, and 
Coaches Whiter D. Reynolds and A. 
P. Morganthal are more than pleased 
with the showing made by the Maroon 
and White team. 
For tha local eleven, Zinn, Moser, 
Tennant and McKendrick in the back­ 
field and Gardner on the line played 
exceptionally well.

“Assuming that a million motorists 
during the course of a year eawh drive 
1000 miles at a speed of thirty when 
twenty would be just as satisfactory 
it is evident that a million dollars 
worth of gas is wasted on this one 
count alone. 
“Starting a cold engine costs any­ 
where from two to four times the nor­ 
mal cost of gasoline per mile, which 
in the case of a car normally doing 
ten miles per hour means frequent gas 
expense running as high as from four 
to eight cents per mile for fuel cost­ 
ing 20 cents a gallon. 
"The gasoline engine requires ex­ 
cess gas consumption in starting, hut 
the large variation is largely due to 
the wide difference in carburetor ad­ 
justments, preheating arrangements, 
adjustments of the choke and skill of 
the driver in starting. 
The cost of 
starting most cold motors could be cut 
at least 50 per cent. 
“ Every opportunity for starting the 
motor without choking it, and every 
chance to make one stop in parking 
serve for two, means saving gas. 
A 
machine that requires a gallon of gas 
to go twenty miles we ll consume a 
gallon of gas in approximately 50 
«tartings. which add up very quickly 
when a machine is carelessly used 
about 
town, 
particularly 
in 
cold 
weather. 
“There has been entirely too much 
talk about the cost of the idling en­ 
gine. Of counst this b* a useless pro­ 
cess when idling is unnecessary, but 
the wise driver will use a little judg­ 
ment about this matter when he is 
told that a car averaging 20 miles per 
gallon will idle 
approximately 
31s 
hours on a gallon. 
* 
“One manufacturer recently show- 
ed that with an easy clutch a motor­ 
ist could comfortably coast one-third 
of the way on every trip. 
Coasting, 
however, is not always practical nor 
safe, and it frequently 
places too 
much burden on the brakes, but the 
average driver could coast much more 
than he doc* without running into any 
of the disadvantages." 
Regardless of how' the fuel situa­ 
tion works out the foregoing' sug­ 
gestions of the N. M. A. should prove 
of value to motorists. The most logi­ 
cal time to Igarn to save is when the 
price of the particular commodity is 
low*. 
It eases the shock of any in­ 
crease in price.

FREDERICK. — Denying emphati­ 
cally that he and %his wife were vic­ 
tims of the recent* Japanese disaster, 
Charles F. Markell 
has written to 
Frederick from Birmingham, Ala., in­ 
closing a clipping from a California 
paper in which they are listed as 
dead. 
Mr. Markell lived in Frederick 
at one t ;me and is well known hero. 
During the days when the first lists 
of victims of the earthquake, fire and 
tidal wave in Japan were being com­ 
piled his name appeared in several 
lists of casualties. Just how tfye mis­ 
take was made has not been learned, 
but Mr. Markell contends that “the 
reports were exaggerated.” 
In fact 
he and Mrs. Markell are still enjoy­ 
ing the best of health although it is 
now more than three weeks since their 
“deaths.” 
Mr. Markell whites as fol­ 
lows: 
“As I once resided in Fred­ 
erick I thought that probably your 
community would like to know the de­ 
tails of our demise. Tragic as thosa 
details pre, they are very meagre. 
When the quake came Mrs. Markell 
was upon one island and I upon an­ 
other and naturally I endeavored to 
reach her, but, not knowing how to 
swim, I sank when about half way 
across. 
As she saw me sink for the 
thVd and last time she threqy herself 
into the water to be near me and 
down we both went. We greatly de­ 
plore the sad catastrophe and have 
mutually resolved never again to visit 
Japan.
